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(5)  one representative of a community-based sexual violence advocacy 1 

organization, appointed by the Vermont Network Against Domestic and 2 

Sexual Violence; 3 

(6)  three Title IX Coordinators, one employed and appointed by the 4 

University of Vermont, one employed and appointed by the Vermont State 5 

Colleges, and one employed by a Vermont independent postsecondary 6 

educational institution, appointed by the President of the Association of 7 

Vermont Independent Colleges; 8 

(7)  one campus health and wellness educator or sexual violence 9 

prevention educator working in a Vermont postsecondary educational 10 

institution, appointed by the Higher Education Subcommittee of the 11 

Prekindergarten–16 Council; 12 

(8)  one victim advocate working in a Vermont postsecondary 13 

educational institution, appointed by the Higher Education Subcommittee of 14 

the PreK–16 Council; 15 

(9)  two students who are members of campus groups representing 16 

traditionally marginalized communities, appointed by the Higher Education 17 

Subcommittee of the Prekindergarten–16 Council; 18 

(10)  one community-based restorative justice practitioner, appointed 19 

by the Community Justice Network of Vermont;  20 

(11)  one representative appointed by the Pride Center of Vermont; 21 
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(12)  one representative appointed by the Vermont Office of the 1 

Defender General;  2 

(13)  one representative appointed by the Vermont Department of 3 

State’s Attorneys and Sheriffs;  4 

(14)  one representative appointed by the Vermont Bar Association, 5 

with expertise in working with postsecondary educational institutions on the 6 

investigation and adjudication of sexual harassment and sexual assault 7 

allegations; and 8 

(15)  the Executive Director of the Vermont Human Rights 9 

Commission, or designee. 10 

(c)  Powers and duties.  The Task Force shall study the following: 11 

(1)  The pathways for survivors of sexual harm in postsecondary 12 

educational institutional settings to seek healing and justice and 13 

recommendations to increase or enhance those pathways. 14 

(2)  Issues with Vermont’s campus adjudication processes as identified 15 

by survivors of sexual harm, dating and intimate partner violence, or stalking 16 

in postsecondary educational institutional settings, including the interface 17 

between campus adjudication processes and law enforcement.  18 

(3)  Issues relating to transparency, safety, affordability, accountability 19 

of outcomes, and due process in campus conduct adjudication processes for 20 

sexual harm, dating and intimate partner violence, or stalking, including: 21 
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(A)  current and best practices relating to outcomes conveyed 1 

through a student’s transcript record; 2 

(B)  the effectiveness of acts passed in New York in 2015 to address 3 

campus sexual assault and in Virginia in 2015 to include a notation “on the 4 

transcript of each student who has been suspended for, has been permanently 5 

dismissed for, or withdraws from the institution while under investigation for 6 

an offense involving sexual violence under the institution’s code, rules, or set 7 

of standards governing student conduct”;  8 

(C)  the effectiveness of requiring that student transcript records 9 

note expulsions or suspensions in order to trigger follow-up conversations 10 

between the transferring and receiving schools; and 11 

(D)  consideration of concerns raised by the Association of Title IX 12 

Administrators with regard to transcript notation, in support of proposed 13 

federal legislation known as the Safe Transfer Act (H.R.6523, 114th 14 

Congress). 15 

(4)  How to improve survivor safety in campus adjudication processes. 16 

(5)  Any State policy changes that should be made in response to 17 

Title IX changes at the federal level. 18 

(6)  How to enhance ties between postsecondary educational 19 

institutions and community organizations that focus on domestic and sexual 20 

violence. 21 
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(d)  Assistance.  For purposes of scheduling meetings and preparing 1 

recommended legislation, the Task Force shall have the assistance of the 2 

Office of Legislative Council. 3 

(e)  Report.  On or before March 15, 2020, the Task Force shall submit a 4 

written report to the House and Senate Committees on Education and 5 

Judiciary with its findings and any recommendations for legislative action. 6 

(f)  Meetings. 7 

(1)  The Executive Director of the Vermont Network Against Domestic 8 

and Sexual Violence or designee shall call the first meeting of the Task Force 9 

to occur on or before July 15, 2019. 10 

(2)  The Committee shall select a chair from among its members at the 11 

first meeting. 12 

(3)  A majority of the membership shall constitute a quorum. 13 

(4)  The Task Force shall cease to exist on March 16, 2020. 14 

(g)  Compensation and reimbursement. 15 

(1)  For attendance at meetings during adjournment of the General 16 

Assembly, a legislative member of the Task Force serving in his or her 17 

capacity as a legislator shall be entitled to per diem compensation and 18 

reimbursement of expenses pursuant to 2 V.S.A. § 406 for not more than 19 

seven meetings.  These payments shall be made from monies appropriated to 20 

the General Assembly. 21 
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(2)  Other members of the Task Force who are not otherwise 1 

compensated for their service on the Task Force shall be entitled to per diem 2 

compensation and reimbursement of expenses as permitted under 32 V.S.A. 3 

§ 1010 for not more than seven meetings.  These payments shall be made 4 

from monies appropriated to the Agency of Education. 5 

(h)  Appropriation.  The sum of $11,102.00 is appropriated to the Agency of 6 

Education from the General Fund in fiscal year 2020 for per diem 7 

compensation and reimbursement of expenses for nonlegislative members of 8 

the Task Force.  The sum of $3,066.00 is appropriated to the General 9 

Assembly from the General Fund in fiscal year 2020 for per diem 10 

compensation and reimbursement of expenses for legislative members of the 11 

Task Force. 12 

Sec. 14.  PROTECTION OF PROBATION AND PAROLE OFFICERS; 13 

               AGENCY OF HUMAN SERVICES REPORT TO JOINT JUSTICE 14 

               OVERSIGHT COMMITTEE 15 

On or before December 15, 2019, the Secretary of Human Services, in 16 

consultation with the Vermont State Employees Association, shall report to the 17 

Joint Legislative Justice Oversight Committee, the Senate and House 18 

Committees on Judiciary, and the House Committee on Corrections and 19 

Institutions on best practices and standards for protecting probation and parole 20 

officers in the performance of their job duties.  The report shall consider: 21 
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(1)  development of a training and certification program to be 1 

administered by the Department of Corrections to enable probation and parole 2 

officers to implement and use defensive techniques, equipment, and measures 3 

to protect themselves and the public from the risk of serious bodily injury 4 

or death;  5 

(2)  whether to impose one or more standard conditions of probation to 6 

protect the public; and 7 

(3)  best practices for the supervision of offenders by probation and 8 

parole officers without risk to the safety of themselves or the public. 9 

Sec. 15.  EFFECTIVE DATE; APPLICABILITY 10 

(a)  This act shall take effect on July 1, 2019. 11 

(b)  Notwithstanding 1 V.S.A. § 214, Sec. 6, 15 V.S.A. § 752(b)(9) 12 

(maintenance guidelines), shall apply to actions filed on or after January 1, 13 

2019.     14
